“The big bucks’” 
overseas are only for 
the top players. 


The average player 
in a Western European 
First Division club out- 
side France, Italy and 
Spain would earn be- 
tween $500 to $800 
with some extra 
bonuses. 

Only the elite clubs 
pay more than that. 

You could comment 
that a brick layer earns 
this much, but money 
isn’t everything. 


If you only play for 
the money and not the 
enjoyment of the 
game, you will never 
succeed.

Bruce James shares 


goalkeeping secrets

THE shortage of 
really good 
goalkeepers in 
Australian soccer 
is due to a lack of 
specialist 
goalkeeping 
coaches. 

That is the opinion 
of former Australian 
international, Black- 
town and Marconi 
goalkeeper, Bruce 
James, who was in Ho- 
bart as a representa- 
tive of sports goods 
firm Umbro. 

James was in Tasm- 
ania to conduct a 
coaching session for 
goalkeepers. 

Keepers and 
coaches of four of the 
five southern Cadbury 
League clubs 
attended, as did repre- 
sentatives from many 
other clubs in the low- 
er leagues. 

“You've got to prac- 
tice the correct techni- 
ques if you want to be- 
come a good goalkeep- 
er,” said James. 

“You must search 
high and low to get the 
right information from 
your present coach, or 
from the people in. in- 
fluential positions at 
your club or in your 
area,

He is still contracted

There is every indi. 
cation that Croatia, 
Victoria’s most 
successful and best 
support club in 1989, is 
on the verge of its 
finest hour. 

I am convinced of 
that with the news that 
the club has successful- 
ly negotiated the sign- 
ing of Ivan Raznjevic 
for another season. 

Raznjevic agreed to 
terms last week and he 
will return to pilot the 
club for the 1989/90 
season, 

And with that, Mel- 
bourne Croatia 
supporters can breath 
a sigh of relief as it 
seems likely Razn- 
jevie’s return will also 
mean the return of 
classy midfielder Zelj- 
ko Adzic as well as the 
likelihood of another 
hand-picked Raznjevic 
signing from Canada. 

The club, for the 
first time in its NSL 
history I might add, 
did everything right in 
1989. 

And that includes its 
efforts off the park 
where so many of its 
problems have stem- 
med from. 

The administration 
was patient and helpful 
and it left Raznjevic 
alone to do the job he 
was paid (well) for. 

This was a courtesy 
rarely extended to pre- 
vious coaches at the 
club. 

Instead, the team 
(and it was a team in 
every sense of the 
word) behind the 
scenes set about turn- 
ing a nomad club into 
potentially the best in 
the state.

Its new Somers 
Street ground — 
proudly called the 
Croatian Sports Cen- 


tre — already rivals 
Middle Park for facili- 
ties. 


When the flood- 
lights go up for the 
summer soccer season 
it will become the best 
of the Melbourne NSL 
grounds behind Olym- 
pic Park. 

Almost unbeliev- 
ably, at least by Mel- 
bourne’s shoddy stan- 
dards, all the work has 
been done inside the 
past two years. 

Even more credit- 
able is the fact that the 
club actually owns the 
land and it didn’t have 
to rely on handouts 
from local councils for 
development. 

Which means the 
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rather lavish social 
club is already up and 
running at a profit and 
that is sure to pay di- 
vidends on-field for 
the club in the years 
ahead, 

Croatia supporters 
flocked to the new cen- 
tre and set new NSL 
attendance records for 
the club. 

Off the field Mel- 
bourne Croatia is like 
a snowball rolling 
downhill and gathering 
momentum all the 
time. 

On-field the story 
has been of further 
success. 

With the masterful 
Raznjevic left to his 
own devices he’s man- 
aged to produce one of 
the best and most 
attractive teams we've 
seen out of Melbourne 
in recent years.

The depth at the 
club is awsome. 

Aside from the play- 
ers I’ve mentioned, 
Joe Caleta, Stuart 
Cannell, Con Opasi- 
nis, Mark Talajic and 
Frank Valentic (the 
latter pair both injured 
late in the season) all 
appeared on a semi- 
regular basis. 

Waiting in the wings 
are the likes of Steve 
Horvat, Joe Rados and 
Anthony Grbac. 

And Croatia isn’t 
finished there. 

As veteran Hannah 
told ASW recently, the 
club has been prepar- 
ing itself for next sea- 
son for many months 
already. 

A sign that finally, 
after so many years 
just counting time in 
the NSL, the club is 
planning for the future 
and not just for next 
week. 

South Melbourne 
Hellas swept all before 
it in 1988 before falling 
from grace last year 
and there are those 
who predict the same 
fate for Croatia. 

Melbourne Croatia, 
they insist, was a flash 
in the pan in 1989. 

But unlike Hellas it 
is not a young side and 
in need of guidance 
when teams start to 
studiously plan and 
plot to bring them 
back to earth. 

I am convinced, 
however, there will be 
no second-year blues 
with this team and I'm 
convinced Raznjevic is 
astute enough to see to 
that. 

Melbourne Croatia 
has lingered with the 
also-rans for long 
enough. 

The club is like a 
volcano ready to ex- 
plode and the 1990 
might be the year Mel- 
bourne Croatia comes 
of age. 


No one knows that 
better than Eddie 
Thomson and his Syd- 
ney Olympic players. 

Only a few ticks of 
the clock and they 
would have taken Mar- 
coni into another half 
hour of extra-time at 
Parramatta Stadium.

Because of my own 
club commitments I was 
forced to watch the 
game on late night tele- 
vision, which is not an 
accurate way to judge 
soccer, but the lack of 
width and mobility in 
the second half by 
Olympic must have 
grieved Eddie Thomson 
no end. 

We did not get the 
chance to learn of his 
frustrations, or the de- 
light of Berti Mariani, 
because ABC television 
just treated this an 
another game. 

It used the half-time 
and fulltime breaks to 
put on its “national 
league goals of the sea- 
son"’ contest and to 
parade the talking head 
of host John Bell. 

This was not just 
another game. 

There were some 
23,500 people in Parra- 
matta Stadium and 
maybe 300,000 around 
Australia who watched 
that game on television. 

It deserved an earlier 
time slot and more in- 
novation and flare in its 
presentation than what 
it got from ABC. 

As a wrap-up to the 
game at the end of its 
presentation, ABC 
showed ‘highlights’ of 
the grand final. 

With the exception of 
the goal and one other 
incident all the high- 
lights were devoted to 
the physical side of this 
over-physical, unskilful 
game.

Tt was like watching 
league or Aussie rules 
as the cameras showed a 
series of stand-offs, 
Ppushings, trippings and 
kickings. 

When will the ABC 
get it right? 

The ASF's new pro- 
motion'’s committee 
might put that question 
to this insensitive, dull 
media creature. 

Rugby league and 
soccer are uncongenial 
bed fellows when it 
comes to sharing sta- 
diums. 

High wind, a bumpy 
surface caused by too 
many scrums, an over- 
aggressive emphasis on 
both sides, these are not 
the ingredients for good 
soccer. 

Yet the crowd atmos- 
phere was great. 

One’s mind returned 
to that wonderful crowd 
at the Sydney Football 
Stadium in mid-season 
when 43,500 people 
almost carried Australia

to success over Israel. 

But there was no calm 
among the Australian 
players that day. 

There was much ener- 
gy, lots of aggression, 
but little tactical sense, 
little technical skill, 
little cohesive football, 

It was somewhat the 
same in this grand final. 

Australian rules and 
rugby league , lend 
themselves to all-out 
bone-breaking aggres- 
sion and they still influ- 
ence how we play our 
soccer, especially in im- 
portant matches. 

British amateur and 
professional soccer 
teams also play bone- 
breaking soccer on their 
small, compact fields. 

On a tour of Britain 
and Europe visiting soc- 
cer clubs, we saw so 
many British players out 
of action with broken 
legs, broken arms,

broken noses, twisted 
knees, twisted ankles. 

Yet, in Europe there 
were so few on the in- 
jured list. 

We did not visit Italy, 
but we did visit Yugos- 
lavia, Czechoslovakia, 
Hungary and Germany 
and previously had vi- 
sited Spain and France. 

Our players mostly 
now of ethnic back- 
ground, do not appear 
to perform so well when 
stirred up to high levels 
of physical play. 

Good soccer requires 
tactical awareness, 
technical deftness and a 
quick and cool brain, 

It is hard to bring 
these to bear when your 
pulse is racing, your legs 
are racing, your mind is 
racing in a whirl of run- 
ning fuelled by high 
levels of adrenalin 
which sustains aggres- 
sion but destroys judge- 
ment, 

Did this happen to 
Matteo Colucci? 

Maradona, Matth- 
ews, Platini, Di Stefano, 
Best, Charlton, San- 
chez, are or were the 
best of their respective 
countries, 

They all played at top 
level for many, many 
years and seldom got 
injured. 

Much skill and brain 
power went into their 
game. 

The big emphasis in 
recent years in many 
countries has been on 
pressure defence: deny- 
ing opponents space, 
putting stars out of the 
game, usually fairly but 
sometimes not. 

While this will and, 
generally, should re- 
main, the great chal- 
lenge for soccer is for 
players to be able to 
play — to be REALLY 
able to play, as indi- 
viduals and as a team. 

So Marconi has done 
us all another great 
favour this year, by wal- 
king away with the 
minor premiership, then 
winning the grand final, 
playing skilful and clev- 
er football.

New name for 
Bruce Stadium 


IT appears as though Australian soccer 
has lost Bruce Stadium without even a 


token fight for our rights. 


A shame on all of us 
really. 

As the following re- 
port suggests even the 
“name” of the Bruce 
Stadium will be 
changed to that of the 
major sponsor of the 
Canberra Raiders . . 

Bruce Stadium, 
venue of the 1985 
World Cup in athletics 
is set to be renamed 
after a rugby league 
sponsor. 

The facility’s athle- 
tics track will be ripped 
up this week with the 
Canberra Raiders to 
make their controver- 
sial move to the multi- 
purpose ACT venue 
next year after seven 
seasons at Quean- 
beyan's Seiffert Oval. 

As part of a package 
deal from the Raiders, 
the major sponsor re- 
placing current back- 
ers Woodgers — who 
will not continue their 
involvement — will 
have naming rights to 
the stadium. 

“The financial 
arrangements include 
allowing the Raiders to 
call the stadium what- 
ever they like," said 
ACT administration 
spokesman Greg 
Jones. 

“It might be called 
Fosters Stadium or 
something, but only on 
Raiders’ match days. 

“Any signage out- 
side the venue would 
have to be passed by 
the Institute of Sport 
and the National De- 


velopment Au- 
thority.” 
Cronulla _ has 


changed the title of 
Endeavour Field to 
Ronson Field and Cal- 
tex Field in recent 
years, but the Canber- 
ra venue is publicly 
owned. 

After a patchy his- 
tory as an athletics and 
soccer ground, Bruce 


Stadium has been 
handed over by the In- 
stitute of Sport to the 
ACT for its conversion 
to a league ground. 


The redevelopment, 
which will see $3:7 mil- 
lion spent on the 
league surface and 
$2.8 million on up- 
grading an adjoining 
athletics track, should 
be completed by early 
March. 

“Tt’s unlikely we'll 
get to have a pre-sea- 
son cup game there, 
although it will depend 
on how the turf set- 
tles,” said Jones. 


Tenders for the tur- 
fing contact closed to- 
day and work is 
already underway to 
install 28 private boxes 
at the ground. 

The shape of the 
ground will remain 
oval and also cater for 
Australian Rules and 
cricket, Jones says.

disturbing situation for 
me both physically and 
mentally. It took six 
months in the gym and a 
lot of hard work to get 
the courage to play 
again.

Licensing likely 
for coaches 


QUEENSLAND soccer coaches have 
taken the initiative in attempting to lift 
the standard of the code. 

A meeting called by state director of coaching 
Bruce Stowell two weeks ago has produced a list 
of recommendations which last week was put to 
the QSF management committee for considera- 
tion. 

The recommendations are the most detailed 
and far-reaching document produced by 
coaches. 


Heading the list is the call for licensing of 
coaches. It is recommended that coaches be 
given gradings in relation to the courses they 
have completed and their experience in the va- 
rious divisions. 

/t_ would. be envisaged. all current XXXX. 
League coaches be put on a grading with a 
phasing in of others over several seasons. 


The coaches also have called for the video- 
taping of matches as evidence in disciplinary and 
protest hearings, although their recommendation 
stipulates the videoing must be done by an inde- 
pendent body. 

The recommendations also featured a sug- 
gested revision of the pre-season tournament 
format and an urging for the QSF management 
committee to strictly adhere the restructuring 
criteria of four years ago in relation.to standard 
required by clubs at various levels. 


The coaches have suggested the pre-season 
format be extended to 16 teams, the 12 XXXX 
League sides and the top four Division Two 
teams from the previous season. They have 
called for a more condensed tournament. 

The top four XXXX League teams would be 
seeded into groups and all others would be 
randomly drawn. The top team in each group 
after a round-robin goes into the semi-finals. 

The coaches also want the intercity series, 
which traditionally are the selection trials for the 
Queensland side, to be expanded and re-work- 
ed. 


They believe the series should be expanded to 
take in Toowoomba or Bundaberg and should be 
played as double headers in the country areas 
over a two-week period. 

Two-up, two-down promotion and relegation 
between XXXX League and Division Two, rather 
than the current situation of one team moving up 
and down, also was included in the coaches’ 
recommendations. 


Stowell said the proposals were the combined 
thoughts of those who attended the meeting and 
he hopes at least some would be investigated 
further by the QSF management committee and’ 
implemented for the 1990 season. 

“We are not demanding instant change or 
strict adheral to our suggestions. They are just 
ideas we believe could help Queensland soc- 
cer," Stowell said.

unpleasent emotions 
of coaches and players 
whose heightened 
emotions make them 
less capable of dealing 
with ‘disagreeable’ de- 
cisions in a mature and 
rational manner.” 


While this is the 
classical view, it tends 
to be found more fre- 
quently at the lower 
levels of football. 


At the top referees, 
coaches, players and 
officials generally treat 


each other with respect © 


and therefore there is 
relatively little friction. 


Does it have to be 
the other way? 


Must there always 
be friction between 
coaches and referees? 

I don’t believe this 
has to be the case. 

It must be acknow- 
ledged that competion 
can bring confronta- 
tion but this can be 
minor if the attitudes 
of all parties are 
reasonably balanced . 


Certainly, percep- 
tions of incidents will 
vary in accordance 
with each person's. in- 
volvement. 

However, 90% of all 
problems between 
coaches and referees 
are caused by attitudi- 
na! differences, often 


inflamed by a series of 
minor incidents. 

Annoyance is met 
by annoyance, disre- 
spect by disrespect. 

This is of no value to 
the indivuals, the 
particular game or the 
code. 


Such disputes serve 
no purpose, solve no 
problems and only 
create disharmony and 
ill-felling. 

The solution is, in 
one word, RESPECT. 

According to the 
Macquarie Dictionary, 
respect means “to 
treat with considera- 
tion.” 


Questions politely 
asked will usually get 
polite replies. 

When coaches and 
referees treat each 
other as equals, and 
acknowledge that both 
have an important part 
to play in the develop- 
ment of players and 
the game then the 
Puerile fuss and both 
will disappear. 

The code will have 
taken another step to- 
wards fufilling its 
destiny. 

There is a place in 
the sun for soccer if 
only we work together 
rather than pull apart. 


$3.9m facelift 
xa for Hindmarsh

SOUTH AUSTRA- 
LIAN soccer will 
enter an exciting 
new era with the 
help of a $3.9 mil- 
lion State Govern- 
ment package to 
upgrade Hind- 
marsh Stadium. 

Kym Hayes, Minis- 
ter of Recreation and 
Sport, announced de- 
tails of the building 
programme prior to 
the kick-off of Sun- 
day’s NSL Cup final at 
the ground on Sunday. 

“Soccer is a highly 
popular sport in South 
Australia, and state 
teams have captured 
some of the honours in 
national competi- 
tions,” he said. 

“Their success 
since the National 
League began in 1977 
has considerably lifted 
the profile of the 
game. 

“However, our ma- 
jor soccer venue at 
Hindmarsh Stadium, 
which reputedly has 
one of the best playing 
surfaces in Australia, 
requires updating of 
amenities for specta- 
tors, members and 
officials. 

“Adelaide has 
already won the right 
to stage matches as 
part of the World 
Youth Cup to be held 
in Australia in 1995 
and, in the event of 
Melbourne winning its 
bid for the 1996 Olym- 
pic Games, Hindmarsh 
is certain to become a 
venue for international 
fixtures. 

“For all these 
reasons, the Bannon 
Government has de- 
cided to commit $3.9 
million on major im- 
provements to the sta- 
dium complex. 

“This will be one of 
the largest State Goy- 
ernment grants given 
to a major sport in 
South Australia.” 

Mr Mayes said Ade- 
laide City, in addition 
to Hellas, would use 
Hindmarsh as its home 
ground from the begin- 
ning of the summer 
season. 

Hindmarsh will no 
longer be used for 
weekday training, but 
will be the venue for 
all state, national and 
international matches.

Ossie gives up gloves 


Bellamy turns to refereeing 


BACK in 1968, a 16-year-old goalkeeper named Ossie Bellamy 
made his debut with Belmont-Swansea in the Northern NSW 
First Division premiership. 


On August 6, after a 
career that lasted for 
22 seasons, he played 
his last game. 

Ossie turned out for 
Thornton Park against 
Muswellbrook at 
Thornton and went out 
of the game he graced 
for so long on a 1-0 
winning note. + 

Like his late father, 
Jim — who was a 
noted administrator 
with Belmont-Swansea 
— Ossie has been a 
popular figure in local 
football. 

An outstanding 
goalkeeper with Bel- 
mont-Swansea, Wes- 
ton, Hamilton Red 
Star, Austral United 
and Newcastle Mace- 
donia, he joined 
Thornton Park last 
year after playing half 
the season with that 
club in 1985, 

Goalkeeping apart, 
he was a renowned 
taker of penalty kicks 
and, on more than one 
occasion, showed his 
versatility by playing a 
full match as a 
forward. 

He transferred from 
Belmont-Swansea to 
play with Weston 
Bears in 1976-77, be- 
fore signing for 
Newcastle KB United. 

He rejoined Weston 
in 1979 where he re- 
mained until 1982 
when he transferred to 
Red Star. 

Austral United 
gained his services in 
1983 and the following 
year he took the club 
to Second Division 
premiership and grand 
final honours and 
Promotion to the First 
Division for 1985, 
when he re-signed. 

A brief association 
with Thornton Park 
followed before he be- 
came player-coach of 
Macedonia during 
1986-87. 

While there were 
many satisfying years 
during his more than 
two decades of foot- 
ball, his most frustrat- 
ing experience occur- 
red in 1978. 

He was ready to 
take the field with 
Newcastle KB United 
for its opening game in 
the Philips League at 
the Newcastle In- 
ternational Sports 
Centre when United’s 
coach, Alan Vest, 
made a last-minute 
change and rushed Phil 
Dando into the team. 


As a consequence, 
Ossie spent 26 weeks 
as a bench substitute. 

“The only game I 
played with Newcastle 
United was at Wall- 
send, when we beat an 
Australian team 3-2,” 
he said. 

While Ossie has 
played his last game, it 
won't be the last time 


he'll be seen on a foot- 
ball field. 

“Next season,” he 
said, “I'll be wearing 
the uniform of a mem- 
ber of the Northern 
NSW branch of the 
Australian Referees’ 
Federation.” 

No doubt, he'll be a 
welcome addition to 
the referees’ ranks.

Harwood or David 
Stoddait the league's 
leading goalscorer. 


Mycak is no stranger 
to success, having play- 
ed and coached profes- 
sionally in his native 
Poland, as well as in the 
United States. 

In Poland he coached 
a third division side to 
promotion to the second 
division and to the semi- 
finals of the national 
competition. 

He had spent some 
time in the US before 
coming to Tasmania, 
where his only other 
title success was winning 
the second division with 
White Eagles and taking 
the club into the highest 
grade. 

Mycak’s lifestyle has 
changed considerably 
since his arrival in Tas- 
mania at the beginning 
of this decade. 

He is now a physical 
education teacher at 
New Town High School 
and is hoping to obtain 
permanent status with 
the Education Depart- 
ment. 

“I must pay consider- 
able credit to the 
Education Department, 
to my principal, and to 
Mr Trousselot, my 
physical education 
senior master,” Mycak 
said. 

“They have all contri- 
buted to our title win 
because teaching at 
New Town High has 
been so convenient for 
me. It is close to where 1 
live, and the school’s in- 
volvement with the 
community means we 
have been able to use 
the school’s facilities as 
part of our training 
programme.” 


Mycak also paid tri-

Airlines Kangaroo Cup 
for Belgrade in 1989

AN Inter-Airline soccer tournament, known 
as the Kangaroo Cup, is being conducted in 
Belgrade, Yugoslavia this year. 

The series was first held in Sydney in 1977 with 
teams contesting from all over the world. 

The Ansett soccer team is one of only two Austra- 
lian entrants, the other being QANTAS-Sydney. 

Competition this year, in this ‘World Cup’ of inter- 
Airlines, is quite fierce with opponents including 
Swissair, Aerofiot-Moscow, British Airways, LOT- 
Poland and other well known soccer nations. 

Last year the cup was held in Sydney and the 
Ansett Soccer Club reached the quarter-finals, but 
were unfortunately knocked out by Malaysian Air- 
lines in a penalty shoot out. 

The team this year showed good potential in a 
recent trip to Singapore in April, defeating their 
opponents, Singapore Airlines, 4-0 in the first en- 
counter and drawing 1-1 in the second. 

For the last three years Yugoslav Airlines have 
won the cup, although the Ansett team are confi- 
dent of pressing for the honours this time.

THE Kangaroo Cup Inter Airline Soccer Com 
was founded at a meeting in Suva, Fiji in 1976.

The trophy was donated by QANTAS and has since 

been known as the “Kangaroo Cup". 
AitPatiic Suva, UTA-Noumea, NAC-Christchurch, British 
Airways-Sydney, Ansett-Sydney, TAA-Sydney and Mel- 
bourne, QANTAS-Nadi, Mascot-Melbourne and the hosts 
QANTAS-Port Hacking. 

The tournament was won by MAS-Kuala Lumpur beat- 
ing QANTAS-Melbourne in the final. 

Semi-finalists were Air Pacific and QANTAS-Port 
Hacking. 

1978 — Air New Zealand and Auckland were additions 
to the competition. Unfortunately, due to cyclonic rain 
storms, outside play was impossible. 

‘An indoor 5 a side was quickly arranged. 

The tournment was won by QANTAS-Port Hacking over 
MAS in the final. 

1979 — British Airways Sydney won the final against 
UTA-Noumea. 

1980 — MAS-Kuala Lumpur beat the holders British 
Airways Sydney, winning the trophy for the second time. 

1981 — Once again, MAS proved too strong and re- 
tained the Kanagroo Cup against Air New Zealand-Christ- 
church in the final. 

1982 — Two more teams from London travelled to 
‘Sydney to complete. British Airways and the Airline Foot- 
ball League team. They were unable to prevent MAS carry 
the trophy off for the 4th time. 

1983 — The tournament left Sydney for the first time this 
year when British Airways London were the hosts. 

British Airways | — London beat British Airways London 
ILin the final. 

1984 — The most successful team since the competi- 
tion was founded, MAS-of Kuala Lumpur, were the hosts 
this year. 

Close neighbours SIA beat MAS after a penalty shoot 
out. 

1985 — The tournament this year had 16 teams. New 
entry Lan Chile were beaten in their semi-final by British 
Airways-London, who became champions by over power- 
ing an injury ridden Singapore Airlines in the final. 

1986 — The 1985 champions were hosts and JAT 
(Yugoslav Airlines) — Belgrade ran out eventual winners 
after a penalty “shoot-out”. . 

1987 — Singapore had the honour of playing 
against the current champions in the final. But as was their 
luck JAT retained the Kangaroo Cup. 

1988 — JAT recorded their third successive triumph.
